A high-speed pursuit of an 
armed robbery suspect through 
Granite City, Madison and Ven- 
ice ended abruptly early Tues- 
day when the suspect crashed 
his getaway car into a guard rail 
near East St. Louis. 

“The man was pronoun¢ed dead 
a short time later at St. Mary's 
Hospital. 

The suspect, identified Tues- 
day morning as.Leon P..O’Hara, 
40, of St. Louis, had $70 in his 
pockets. 

Two clerks at the 7-Eleven 
store at 1207 Niedringhaus Ave. 
in Granite City told police that a 
man entered the store shortly 
after midnight, told a clerk his 
car wouldn't start and asked the 
clerk to call a tow truck. 

But when all customers had 
left the store, the man, believed 
to be O'Hara, put his hand, con- 
cealed in his coat pocket, 
against a clerk’s midsection and 
demanded all the money from 
both cash registers. 

After obtaining the money, the 
suspect ordered the clerks to lie 
down on the floor and then fled 
from the store. 

An officer on patrol in the 
area had noticed a light blue 
Geo Prizm parked behind the 
store on Benton Street. 

When the officer was advised 
via radio that the store had just 
been robbed, he returned to the 
scene and saw the Prizm travel- 
ing westbound over the 19th 
Street overpass at 79 miles per 
hour. 

A high-speed chase began, in 
which speeds in excess of 106 
miles per hour were reached,

Tuberculosis 
makes comeback 


Number of cases still rising

An illness that claimed count- 
less lives at the turn of this cen- 
tury—is--making —a comeback 
throughout the country. 

In Hlinois, 1,194 cases of tuber- 
culosis were reported in 1991, 7 
percent more than in 1990. Last 
year that figure rose to 1,270 — 
an increase of 6.5 percent over 
the previous year. And with the 
first quarter of 1993 not yet com-

fs St. Clair County, there were 
27 reported cases of tuberculosis 
in 1992. That's well above the 
normal annual average of 18 to 
20 cases, according to Brenda 
Rhodes of the St. ‘ir County 
Health Department.

Capt. Larry Trent of Rosewood 

Heights is recounting a lot of 
war stories from.a 21-year State 
Police career, and he still 
remembers when he decided to 
become a police officer. 

“It was my goal since I was 11 
years old,”’ he said. “I 
remember driving by an 
accident at Ninth Street and 
Airline Drive with my mom and 
seeing all the police cars. I 
announced to my mother then 
that that was what I was going 
to do.” 

Trent, 45, retired March 1 as 
the zone.commander for the 
Illinois State Police District 11 

Trent was in charge of more 
than 225 state troopers and 
detectives in a five-county area. 

Trent, who joined the State 
Police in 1972 as a trooper in 
Chicago, was most recently 
responsible for the district’s 

atrol units, Division of Criminal 

nvestigation and the 
Metropolitan Enforcement Group 
of Southwestern Ilinois. 

He has also served as zone 
commander for DCI in 
Collinsville and as executive 
assistant to the deputy director 
of the Division of Criminal 
Investigation in Springfield. 

“Larry made it to the top and 
it wasn’t by accident," his friend 
and replacement Lt. Wayne 
Watson said. *‘He worked hard 
at being a good State Police 
officer. He was always honest 

and upfront with everyone. He 
was always willing to share our 
assets with other departments 
when he could and when they 
needed us. I wish him the best.”’ 

After years of investigating 
everything from violent crimes, 
to prison riots, white-collar 
frauds and forgeries, Trent said 
he has fulfilled his dreams

SPRINGFIELD — Keeping police officers from exceeding the 
speed limit is a good idea to one legislator, but police say he’s just

Despite opposition, Madison 
County will reapply for a high- 
way safety inte hiog @rant that 
funds its local alcohol program. 

The program consists of four 
Phases and is a cooperative 
effort between the adison 
Ceunty Board, the. Madison 
County Sheriff's Department, the 
State’s attorney’s office and Pia- 
sa _Health Care. 

But support for the application 
was not unanimous. It drew 
harsh criticism from Harold 
Byers, D-Highland. Voting 
against the measure with Byers 
on Wednesday during the county 
board meeting were Herbert 
“Junior’’ Milton, D-Granite City, 
and Darrell Riley, D-Alton. 

Byers questioned a report on 
the program from Jim Monday, 
the county's director of adminis- 
tration. The report said that the 
project’s cost is $672,428, about 
30 percent of which is. provided 
by Madison County. According to 
the resolution passed by the 
board, the county’s *contribution 
will rise to 50 percent. 

The report also said that the 
Ulinois Department of Transpor- 
tation and the Federal Highway 
Administration would like to 
eventually see the county absorb 
the total cost of the program. 

“Starting and extending pro- 
grams of this nature would be 
unwise,” Byers said, citing what 
appears to be a certain loss of 
funding-for-the county from the 
State income tax surcharge 

Byers was also concerned that 
an alcohol patrol cited in the 
report was a ‘‘vigilante group"’ 
and that impounding vehicles of 
drunken drivers was synony- 
mous with forfeiture.

Haine said the two officers are 
responsible for 95 percent of all 
driving under the influence cita- 
tions issued in the county. 

In addition to the Traffic Safe- 
ty Unit, the grant also funds two 
assistant state’s attorneys, for a 
total of four DUI prosecutors. 
The money is also used to pay 
the salary of the county’s DUI 
Task Force coordinator Linda 
Odle.and for-offender treatment 
and prevention education pro- 
grams provided by Piasa Health

Officers of the university were

The project, funded by reve- 
nue from parking and traffic 
activities at SIUE, will install 


more efficient, lower wattage 
lighting fixtures on all campus 
walkways and install new or 
additional lighting in six parking 
lots, including the supporting 
services lot.

medication once they start tak- 
ing it again. This is how drug-re- 
sistant strains of tuberculosis 
are developed

haven't seen it here yet.”
